“It has been decided that 
students of three countries, China, 
Germany and Russia will start an 
organization which will unite the na­ 
tions of the world in the cause of rev­ 
olutionary party.”

The Russian ambassador at Pekin, 
Karakhan, has given open encourage­ 
ment to the forces of unrest which 
has incurred the strong displeasure 
of the envoys of the great world pow­ 
ers. 
Russian propaganda has been 
increasing in volume, not only in the 
north but also at Canton and other 
points in the south. 
Information of these developments 
has been placed in the hands of the 
American government, which views 
the situation with an absorbing in­ 
terest, not unmixed with anxiety.

LONDON, June 5,—Germany has 
failed In 13 conditions to comply with 
the disarmament requirements of the 
Versailles treaty, declares the allied 
note to Germany, the text of which 
was given out tonight. 
In order to obtain the evacuation 
of the Cologne area, Germany must, 
among 
other 
things, 
surpress 
tho present general staff and reduce 
the German police from 180,000 to 
150,000. The strength of the Germany 
army must be reduced 
to 
100,000 
fighting men. 
This attitude was taken to indicate 
that the Baldwin government’s pol­ 
icy incorporates something of con­ 
cession to the Anglo-French entente 
and to Foreign Minister Chamber-, 
Iain's idea that Germany fulfill all 
existing treaty obligations before a 
'security pact for Western Europe, 
which Germany has proposed, can 
be discussed. 
The disarmament note also is un­ 
derstood to include the abolition of 
the present system of housing Ger­ 
man police in barracks. 
The note also contains regulations 
governing the co-operation of Ger.
